Recalls Conversations and 
Gives Steps by Which 
Hohenzollérn Yielded to 
Military Element. 


Paris, December 27.—Prince Al- 
bert of Monaco has given to the 
Associated Press a remarkable let- 
ter he has addressed to former Em- 
peror William. which promises to 
rival the notable revelations made 
by Prince Lichnowsky, German am- 
bassador at London at the outbreak 
of the war, and Dr. Muehlon, the 
former Krupp director. 

The letter gives textually many 
conversations with the ex-emperor 
on his war projects and also a num- 
ber of letters addressed to the prince 
as “My dear Cousin,” and signed 
“Your highness’ devoted friend, 
cousin and.admfrer, William, I. R.” 

The conversations cover years of 
close intimacy during which Prince 
Albert was a frequent guest of the 
emperor at Berlin and Kiel, and at 
the emperor’s summer palace on the 
Island of Corfu. The prince’s letter 
“to his majesty William II.,” ad- 
dresses the former German ruler 
directly throughout as “Sire.” It 
recalls their conversations in which 
the emperor expressed his ideas for 
Germany’s future and then gives 


the successive steps in which he+ 


yielded to the military element. 
Purposes of Letter, 

Explaining the purposes of his let- 
ter, Prince Albert writes: 

“I speak with serenity after sev- 
€¢nieen years of effort to enlighten 
yeu upon the only path which would 
mazintain the rival nations within the 
limits ‘of justice and dignity and 
weule reunite.in peace the -interests |- 
of France and Germany. I speak 
with fifmness of soul in revolt 
against the spectacle of the plot of! 
force to annihilate law and honor, 
all the beauties of civilization and 
all the conquests of man over the 
brute, 

“It was open to you to become 
the greatest figure of all time if 
you had directed your power to re- 
pairing the injustice weighing on 
Europe and given your high author- 
ity to the ideals of right, justice 
and peace to which mankind now is 
eagerly turning. But instead you 
maintained the brutal customs of a 


military monarchy until Germany. 
which could have won world power 


based on civilization, has dragged 
vou down in its false ideas and blind 
folly.” — 

Condemned Militarism. 

Recalling to the ex-emperor their 
conversations, the prince says: 

“IT was deeply impressed with the 
talk I had with you when we in- 
augurated the observatory of 
Ledenberg. When I condemned the 
‘militarizing of a people as stunting 
‘individual development you describ- 
ed to me the advantages of such a

Action Taken at Previous 
Meeting Rescinded Aft- 
er Hearing Address by 
Georgia’s War Governor 
on This Subject Read. 


STRONG PROTEST MADE 
BY JEWISH DELEGATION 


Special School Tax and 


Provide Necessary Funds 
for System, Says Assist- 
ant Superintendent. 


The Atlanta board of education in 
its last regular meeting Friday aft- 
ernoon reversed its action of last 
week, which ordered the reading of 
the Bible and repeating the Lord’s 
prayer in the public schools of this 
city. 

This action was taken by the old 
board after having heard read the 
address of the late Senator Joseph 
E. Brown, war governor of Geor- 
gia and the first president of the 
Atlanta board of education, which 
was delivered in 1873, and in which 
the Georgia senator delivered an 
eloquent argument against enforc- 
ing the use of the Bibles in the 
schools. Present at the Friday aft- 
ernoon session were S. B. Turman, 
Paul L. Fleming, H. B.. Troutman, | 
Fred Winburn and W. H. Terrell, 
of the 1919 board of education. 

The address of Senator Brown was 
read to the board of edtcation by 
Chairman A. J. Orme, of the coun- 
cil school committee and ex-officio 
member of the board of education. 


Jewish Citizens Protest. 


Another feature of the meeting 
was the appearance of a commit- 
tee of Jewish citizens, who attend- 
ed the board meeting to protest 
against the action that had been 
taken formerly by the board. This 
delegation was led by Joe Lazear, 
who made an impassioned speech, in 
which he declared that “we have 
just gone through a bloody war in 
which thousands of our young men 
have fought and died for the very 
thing you are seeking to take away 


from us and destroy.” Mr. Lazear 
stated further that the question of 


forcing the Bible to be read in the 
schools was distasteful to the Jews, 
that it is undemocratic and unjust. 
Mr. Lazear was recognized upon 
motion of a board member to sus- 
pend the regular order of the meet- 
ing and hear from those who wished 
to present anything to the board. At 
this point Mr. Lazear arose and 
stated that he had come to protest 
against the resolution that had been 
adopted by the board ordering the 
Bible to be read in the schools. He 
called attention to the fate such 
measures had met in other cities, in- 
cluding New York and Chicago, as 
well as other large places over the 
United States, and declared that 
such a law would not be allowed 
even in “darkest Russia.” He argued 
that no control could be exercised 
by the superintendent over 700 
school teachers as to what parts 
of the Bible they should read from, 
and said that should they so choose 
the teachers could select portions 
of the Bible that Jewish children 
would not care to hear, and that 
should they fail in attention they 
would possibly be blamed by the 
teachers. He asked that the resolu- 
tion that was passed by the board 
at its last meeting effecting the 
reading of Bibles in the _ public 
schools be suspended. 

Orme Urges Suspension. 
Councilman Orme interrupted the 
speaker and said in the interest of 
time he would move that the reso- 
lution of the last meeting be sus- 
pended, which would allow the new 
board to take up the matter if it 
cared to do so. No second was heard 
to this motion, however, and W. H. 
Terrell, from the sixth ward, pro- 


posed to amend the former resolu- 
tion by causing the superintendent 


to choose the portions of the Bible 
to be read each morning; that the 
American Revised edition of the 
Bible, which he declared was made 
up by all sects, be used, and that the 
necessity for reports from teachers 
with reference to the Bible readings 
be striken out. 

Mr. Lazear insisted that the order 
should be suspended, saying that, 
though Mr. Terrell’s amendment 


was a good one so far as it went, 
that the superintendent could not 
be in all the schools in order to see 
that his selections were read by the 
teachers. “We are living in a free

HUGHES ATTACKS 
CABLE SEIZURE 


Declares Congress Did 
Not Intend Federal Con- 
trol Except Under Con- 
ditions of Actual War- 
fare. 


New York, December 27.—In au- 
thorizing President Wilson to take 
over the nation’s cable lines, con- 
gress intended such seizure to be 
made “only in case of impending 
danger to the national security,” 
and not “at any time during the ex- 
istence of a mere technical state 
of war,” declared Charles E. Hughes, 
counsel for the Commercial Cable 
and Commercial Pacific Cable com- 
panies, in federal court here todav. 
Mr. Hughes made this contention 
while arguing before Judge Hand, 
on the motion of the United States 
government to dismiss the bill of 
complaint in a suit brought by the 
two companies to enjoin Postmaster 
General Burleson and Newcomb 
Carlton from merging their lines 
under federal control with those of 
the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, of which Carlton is head. 
At one point in reply to a ques- 
tion of Judge Hand as to whether 
“the security of defense of the na- 
tion does not depend on achieve- 
ment of the objects for which the 
war was fought,” and not on the 
mere termination of fighting, Mr. 
Hughes said: 

“T think what may be achieved, 
in the sense of the final results of 
the war, will probably not be deter- 
mined during our lifetime. I think 
that congress had no reference to 
the national security in the sense of 
absolute establishment of some con- 
ditions, Congress had in mind an 
actual state of applied force.” 

Seizure Made “On Petext.” 
Previously counsel for the gov- 
ernment, who contended that the 
United States is the vital defend- 
ant and cannot be made party to 
the suit, had challenged that part 
of the bill .of complaint in which 
it is asserted that “seizure of said 
cables on the ground that they were 
or are necessary for the national 
security or defense, was and is a 
mere pretext without substance or 
basis in fact.” This imputed de- 
ception to the president, declared 
Edward F. McClennon, special as- 
sistant to Attorney General Greg- 
ory. 

In opening his argument Mr. 
Hughes recited that on November 
16, Mr. Burleson had seized not only 
thirteen Atlantic cables, but 10,000 
miles of Pacific cables—“all cables, 
without distinction, operated by 
American companies.”

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HOOVER TELLS 
HUN OFFICIALS 
TO GO TO HELL 


Washington, December 27.—Food 
Administrator Hoover, in Europe 
arranging relief for the people of 
the war-devastated territories, has 
refused in emphatic terms to discuss 
German food conditions with Baron 
von der Lancken and Dr. Rieth, who 
sought a meeting with the food ad- 
ministrator. 

A message from Paris today said 
these two German officials, who 
were prominent in the German ad- 
ministration of Belgium, wired from 
Berlin to Walter Lyman Brown, 
director of the commission for relief 
in Belgium at Rotterdam that they 
had been appointed by the German 
government to negotiate with Mr. 
Hoover for food supplies, and that 
they desired Mr. Hoover to advise 
them when and where he would 
meet them. 

In answer to the request for a 
conference, Mr. Hoover sent this 
message: 

“You can describe two and a half 
years of arrogance toward ourselves 


and cruelty to the Belgians in any 
language you may select, and tell 
the pair personally to go to hell, 
with my compliments. If I do have 
to deal with Germans, it will not be 
with that pair.” 


PRINCESS PAT 
IS BETROTHED 
TO NAVAL HERO 


London, December 27.—The court 
Circular tonight makes the following 
statement: 

“The king has gladly consented to 
the betrothal of Princess Patricia 
of Connaught to Commander Alex- 
ander Ramsay, brother of the Earl 
of Dalhousie.” 


Princess Patricia of Connaught is 
a daughter of the Duke of Con- 
naught, former governor general of 
Canada, and a cousin of King 
George, She is in her early thirties 
and long has been a favorite in court 
circles in England and Canada. 
Known as Princess “Pat,” she has 
been regarded as the most popular 
of the younger —— of British 
royalty. 

She is described as a handsome 
young woman with great spirit and 
a keen sense of humor. Outdoor 
sports, such as golf and horseback 
riding have long been her chief 
sources of pleasure. Her late uncle, 
King Edward VII., was said to have 
been very fond of the princess, 

Several times she has been re- 
ported betrothed, but on each occa- 
sion denials were forthcoming of 
the truth of the reports. The King 
of Spain. Lord Anglesey, the Count 
of Turin and Grand Duke Michael 
of Rusia were among those to 
whom at various times the princess 
was said to be engaged. 


One of Canada’s most famous regi. 
ments, the “Princess Pats," is spon- 
sored. by the princess, who is the 
honorary colonel-in- chief. 

Alexander Robert Maule Ramsay 
‘is a commander in the royal navy. 
He was born‘in 1881, the son of the 
thirteenth Ear! of Dalhousie.

Action Supposed to Be 
Taken to Include Lede- 
bour and Liebknecht in 
Government. 


Copenhagen, December 27.—The 
workmens and_e soldiers’ central 
council has been summoned to meet 
with a view to reconstructing the 
government, according to a Berlin 
dispatch to The Berlingske 
Tidiende, This action supposedly is 
taken for the purpose of including 
Georg Ledebour and Dr. Karl Lieb- 
knecht in the government. 


Geneva, December 27.—Reports 
received from Germany indicate that 
the present government there is*to 
constitute a federal republic on vir- 
tually the same plan as the United 
States. There would be a congress 
composed of two chambers, a volks- 
haus, or popular chamber, which 
would be the chamber of represent- 
atives, and a stadtenhaus, or cham- 
ber of states, which would take the 
part of a senate. The president 
would be elected by the people, and 
would not be responsible before con- 
gress. The border states would be 
completely modified, the priveliges 
of the nobility abolished, and Ger- 
many would annex German Austria. 


INDEPENDENT FACTIONS 
REPORTED IN CONTROL. 

Berlin, Thursday, December 26.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—As a re- 
sult of today’s deliberations it is 
believed in some quarters the ma- 
jority socialists will retire from the 
cabinet and leave the independents 
in full control of the government.

LLOYD-GEORGE AND 
PRESIDENT FIND 
NO DIFFERENCES 


London, December 27.—President 
Wilson’s conferences today witb 
British statesmen are described in 
American quarters as having been 
very satisfactory. The president 
spent more than three hours before 
Premier Lloyd-Geurge’s luncheon in 
most intimate discussion with the 
premier and Foreign Secretary Bal- 


four at Buckingham palace, going 
over the general aspects of the four- 
teen points of his peace program. 
No one particurar phase was tak- 
en up, but the whole discussion was 
general. No official announcements 
were made of the results of the con- 
ference and afterward the president 
continued the discussions with the 
British statesmen at the luncheon in 
Downing street and later resumed 
them at Buckingham palace. 

It was learned a great deal of 
progress was made in makings clear 
points 
which are uppermost in the minds 
of the British, principally as regards 
the question of British naval su- 
premacy. 

No Differences Developed. 


At Buckingham palace before the 
luncheon President Wilson, the 
prime minister and the foreign sec- 
retary metin one of the rooms of the 
president's suite before @ cheer- 
ful, open fire, with no secretariew 
or documents to lend any air of 
formality to the discussion. It was 


an entirely informal conference in- 
tended to develop the most intimate 
aspects of the situation. 

The president did a great deal of 
the talking and it was ‘said after- 
ward that nothing developed to 
show that any substantial differ- 
ence in principle or in fundamen- 
tals existed. 

The discussion ranged about the 
freedom of the seas, the league of 
nations and the attendant proposi- 
tion of the reduction of armaments. 
None of these three subject was dis 
cussed specifically or by itself, as 
they are considered inseparable in 
the final analysis, so the first pur- 
pose of the conference was to de- 
velop what might be the differnces 
of opinion to the point where they 
might be clarified. 

There may be an inkling of the 
results attained at today’s confer- 
ences in the addresses which Pres- 
ident Wilson will deliver tomorrow 
in the Guild hall, and Monday at 
Manchester. About all that can 
be said at this time, it is indicated 
from American sources, is that the 
president found the spirit of accom- 
modation and open-minded consider- 
ation which he expected. 


Conferences Most Important. 


Today's conferences are considered 
as undoubtedly the most important 
proceedings in the peace conference 
negotiations with the exception of 
the actual deliberations at Ver- 
Sailles. Out of the results of his 
personal discussions with the British 
statesmen the president is repre- 
sented as quite confident that the 
ground work for the further pro- 
ceedings in Paris will be laid before 
he departs from England. 

The president’s plans for return- 
ing to France next Tuesday are 
not fully matured. If necessary, 
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It was nearly half past five o’clock 
and darkness had fallen when the 
president came out from his con- 
ference with the premier and * :cre- 
tary Balfour. He quickly entered his 
motor car and returned to Bucking- 
‘ham palace, e: 

As President Wilson appeared at 
the doorway of No. 10 Downing 
street for his ride back to the palace 
a near-by street lamp, which shone 
on his face, brought out his fea- 
tures clearly and the crowd. which 
had waited uncomplainingly for 
hou for his reappearance, raised 
another eat cheer. There were. 
shouts of “Wilson,” and “Good old 
Wilson!” The president, his hat off, 
bowed and smiled. He walked im- 
mediately to his car. from which 
he continued to bow and smile and 
wave his hand as he drove off. 

The masses of peovle in White- 
hall »were so great that the motor 
car got through with difficulty and 
the cheers of the crowd followe:c the 
president until his automobile dis- 
appeared.

“Although you said to me one 
day that it was not your right to 
take a certain action which would 
have conserved world peace, yet you 
told me on the yacht Meteor on June 
28, 1914, in learning of the assas- 
gination of Archduke Ferdinand, 
‘Now I must do everything over 
again.’ 

“History will recognize in these 
two manifestations of your con- 
science the truth of your responsi- 
bility for a deliberate war. In an 
interview I had with you on the 
same yacht on the morning of the 
same day I noted certain points 
disclosing your real purposes. When 
I said to you that I believed the 
majority of the French supported 
the idea of a rapprochement with 
Germany, you answered me with 
unusual emphasis: ‘Yes, but we 
must hurry or else it will be too 
late and other arrangements will 
be necessary to establish the posi- 
tion of the nations of Europe. Here 
are the Anglo-Saxons understand- 
ing their true interests and trying 
to group themselves in joint pro- 
tection against the yellow races. 
Even this year President Wilson and 
England have used diplomatic lan- 
guage. They understand also that 
there is nothing to do with Germany 
than to accept her as she is.’” 

After thus quoting the emperor's 
language, Prince Albert adds: 

“You afterward talked at length 
to convince me you had no bad senti- 
ment toward France or anyone, and 
you remarked to me that you might 
have fallen upon Russia when she 
was ruined by her war with Japan 
and upon France when _ 300,000 
French soldiers. were in hospitals. 
Again I answered you that France’s 
pacific intentions were shown by the 
tendency to reduce her milita./ 
forces, you had nothing to say.” 
Relates Scnsational Conversation, 

The prince then relates a seéensa- 
tional conversation in which the 
emperor, pointing to a_ British 
squadron visiting Kiel, foresaw the 
coming of war. 

“The transformation of your men- 
tality became evident to me in June, 
1914, when upon the deck of the 
Hohenzollern at Kiel you said to 
me with irritation as you saw the 
English sauadron come to. salute 
you: ‘If they oblige me to make 
war the world will see what it has 
never known before.’ 

“Your mind seemed touched with 
a last gleam of foresight as these 
ferocious views took form. Perhaps 
you still wished to resist the mon- 
strous obsession of those demanding 
war, for you added: ‘Uvon those 
ships where Eneglish officers are 
about to laugh and dance with our 
voung women they seem very far 
from dreaming of making war.’” 

Prince Albert then relates numer- 
ous conversations when the Russian 
emperor rnropnsed an international! 

“You disclosed 
to me one day your real thoughts 
upon this noble movement in re- 
marking to me with a smile that 
you were happy to participate in 
the czar’s conferences, but did so 
by appointing as your delegate the 
most vigorous German generals.’

EX-CZAR DECLARED 
SAFE WITH FAMILY 
IN NEUTRAL LAND 


Warsaw, December 24.--"“There is 
no doubt that the czar and his entire 
family are alive: I am positive of 
this,” was the declaration made to 
the correspondent today by Michael 
de Tchihatchef, a nephew of General 
Shoropadski, and who has just es- 
caped from the Ukraine “titer a re- 
cent trip to Petrograd, Dvinsk, 
Vilna and Rovno. 

‘T cannot reveal where the czar 
is, because he does not wish it,” he 
added. “He does not care to be 
bothered and he wants to be left 
alone. : 

“His whereabouts is known to an 
allied government. Itis in a neutral 
countrv. Accounts of his murder at 
Ekaterinburg were manufactured 
by Trotsky and Lenine for propa- 
ganda purposes. 

“Tt took much money and time and 
also the lives of many officers to 
accomplish his escape. Among the 
officers killed was Count Tatichev, 
the czar’s former personal military 
attache, who was shot instead of the 
czar. Documents describing the 
ezar’s escape were in the hands of 
German Consul Koenig at Petro- 
grad, who forwarded them to Ber- 
lin.”’ 

M. de Tchihatchief said the allies 
should send an army of occupation 
into Russia to re-establish a stable 
governme:.. and business conditions. 
He said the cost of living in Russia 
was appalling. a pound of butter 
costing 120 rubles, and a pair of 
trousers 1,000 rubles. Frequently 
ere was no food obtainable at any 
price,

While currency and credit expan<- 
sion has been to some extent una-- 
voidable, it has probably been 
greater than necessary. To prevent 
further aggravation during the post 
bellum period, the following sug- 
gestions deserve consideration: The 
federal reserve authorities should 
follow a less liberal policy in the 
matter of rediscount and collateral 
loans for member banks. A great- 
er effort should be made to dis- 
courage the ‘borrow and buy’ policy 
in the matter of Wiberty bonds in so 
far as borrowing to buy does not 
involve immediate economies of 
consumption. Recourse to anticipa- 
tory borrowing by the issue of 
treasury certificates, and with the 
re-establishment of a free interna- 
tional market for gold, the control 
of international exchange should be 
abandoned. Finally, the plan of 
stimulating gold production by 
means of some form of government 
aid is to be deprecated.” 

“Price levels” proved one of the 
interesting topics of the day's ses- 
sion, being considered at a joint 
meeting of the American Economic 
association and the American Sta- 
tistical association.

Government Starts Cam- 
paign Against Religion. 
Active Allied Interven- 
tion Urged by Former 


Russian Officers. 


Warsaw, Tuesday, December 24.— 
Russian officers who have escaped 
from Bolshevik Russia to Warsaw 
im discussing the possibility of an 
allied military movement against 
the Bolsheviki, pointed out to the 
correspondent today that the Bol- 
sheviki would be unable to resist a 
trained army. The Bolshevik forces, 
they declared, would flee before 
armored motor cars, tanks and oth- 
er methods of modern warfare to 
which they were not accustomed. 

Tanks would be of practical use 
on the hard snows in case of a win- 
ter campaign. An army of inter- 
vention could be reasonably sure of 
obtaining food supplies from the 
Ukraine. 

Polish and Russian officers say 
that if the Polish forces were giv- | 
en arms, airplanes and munition 
they would soon constitute a more 
or less strong barrier against Bol- 
sheviki who are advancing across 
the old German front of Narva- 
Pskov-Vitebak-Mohilev-Pinsk-Kov- 


el, which has been evacuated by 
the German army of General Hoff- 
inan. 

The Russian officers said they 
thought that if action against the 
Bolsheviki were delayed until spring 
the Bolsheviki, provided their army 
survives the food conditions this 
winter, may be stronger. The Bol- 
sheviki now are talking freely of 
increasing their army to three mil- 
lion men, The-red army is an off- 
shoot of the red guard, and, the

New York, December 27.—Cover-

=A tlanta Boxer, Survivor 
Of Jacob Jones, Returns 
Home on Brief Furlough 


By Dick Jemison. 


“I did not know that I could swim 
until that day when I found my- 
self, along with several others in the 
cold waters of the war zone,” said 
Arthur Worthy, former Atlanta pu- 
gilist, in the office of the sporting 
editor lastnight. 

Worthy, whom Atlanta fans will 
a remember as the colored 
man who boxed Billy Hooper and 
other even more noted colored boxers 
before Atlanta audiences some three 
or four years ago, is back home on 
a furlough and his experiences have 
indeed been interesting. 

Arthur has been in the service for 
the past three years, enlisting in 
the navy in Atlanta, being sent from 
here to Norfolk, thence to Newport, 
R. 1., and thence assigned to the ill- 
fated Jacob Jones, the first Ameri- 
can warship to be sunk by a torpedo.

Worthy is one of twenty-five who 
were picked up when the Jacob 
Jones was split in twain by a tor- 
pedo from a German submarine when 
the torpedo boat destroyer had stop- 
ped to pick up what seemed to be 
a small boat adrift, but which in 
reality was a decoy of the Huns. 

Worthy had been a member of the 
Jacob Jones’ crew for six months 
prior to her being sunk by a sub, 
serving as officers’ cook. 

“I was preparing breakfast,’ said 
Arthur, “when suddenly I[ swal- 
lowed more water than I ever knew 
I could hold, and found myself 
paddling towards a lifeboat, from 
which I was picked up later. 

‘TIT like army life better than navy 
life. There is more excitement, but 
that morning, at about 6 o’clock, I 
got more excitement than I bargain- 
ed for as one of Uncle Sam's tars, 
and I certainly do not want to go 
through the experience again.” 


Spanish War Vet. 

Worthy is a Spanish war veteran 
and was a member of F troop of 
the famous Tenth cavalry, the negro 
regiment which covered itself with 
glory in the battle of San Juan hill. 

He also saw service in the Philip- 
pines during the insurrection there 
and altogether has seen about nine 
years of service in the army and 
three in the navy. At present he 
is stationed in the armed guards 
draft at the City Park barracks, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Worthy, during the campaign in 
Cuba, was personal orderly to Gen- 
eral Wheeler and his admiration for 
the famous southerner is unbounded. 
He is also a great admirer of Colo- 
nel Roosevelt, 

Worthy spent seven months in all 
in the war zone chasing subma- 
rines, first on the Jacob Jones and 
later on the DeKalb, after’ the 
Jones was sunk. He has been sta- 
tioned at Brooklyn since last Au- 
gust. He is proud of the achieve- 
ments of the Jacob Jones and the 
number of submarines that she 
sunk, for this was the chief topic 
of his conversation.

He 
accepted more than 14,000 fielding 
chances, making only 502 errors, his 
grand average at first, second and 
third hases, shortstop and the omt- 
field heing .966.
